The economic chiefs of all four

A major 
subject before them is the Rus- 
sians' insistence on reviving old

ments, suspended when the So- 
viets blockaded Berlin. The west- 
ern allies do not dispute the Rus- 
sian claim that the agreements 
still are valid—but .they do con- 
tend that the agreements are- 
outmoded.

Dr. Muelder advocated placing 


much' greater stress, upon educa- 
tion in human relationships in or- 
der to better prepare youth for 
the business of Jiving. 


"Before 
the war this nation 


spent as much in one year on the 
study of botany-.and zoology as it 
does in 10 years on .the study of 
human beings. As much was spent 
in the construction of one tele- 
seope .on the Mount Wilson Ob- 
serva.tbry as tho nation spent in 
three years studying human rela- 
tionships," he pointed out. 


Botany, zoology and the contri- 


bution to science made by the 
giant telescope are, important, but 
it'is just as importnnt''thut tho 
nation explore Its social problems, 
.Dr. Muelder contended.. 


Cliurcli Mimt Act 


The church must take its part 


in this program ol! Increased stress 
on study of human' relationships, 
he said. "We have a right to ex- 
pect tho church to introduce the 
people to .some saving process." 


Tho church cannot expect to

DISINTERESTErTciTIZENS 


Over n period of many years a large and 


attractive pedestal has been built for the 
disinterested citizen. He is the arbiter of dis- 
putes, the judge of contests. As "special 
interest" has become Ihc bogey-man of gov- 
ernment, tho "disinterested citizen" has 
come to be the symbol of sincerity and integ- 
rity, tho man who some day will bust the 
bogey-man. 


So it is something of an honor to be 


regarded as a disinterested citizen. But 
there is more than one meaning for the term. 
"Disinterested" may mean free from the in- 
fluence of selfish motives, or it may inean 
just not interested. If it were possible to 
place a finger on any one thing and say, 
"That Is tho trouble with government 
today",'that one thing probably would be a 
superabundance of disinterested citizens, not 
the kind free from selfish motive but the 
kind just not interested, except in a vague, 
detached way, in what goes on. 


It is time to reduce the responsibilities 


of the disinterested citizens. And it is time 
for them to abandon disinterest, as far as 
government is concerned, and join a special 
interest group—the now remarkably small 
group of .people- who are frankly interested 
in bettor government. Until better govern- 
ment becomes the special interest of most 
of the people, there is not much chance of 
getting it. 


Voters who are too lazy to vote are just 


as bad as those who vote for the other party.

Thc.prnblem raised in the Ford Company strike 


is the fundamental one of the conduct of American 
industry, of the role of management and of efficient 
production. What is Involved is the joint utilization 
of mnn-Jnbor and-machine lubor, When man made. 
goods by hand, it was not too^dlfllcult to relate the 
cost .of production to price;'it did not take too 
much bookkeeping to relate the cost of raw ma- 
terials, tho cost of labor, the overhead to a. prob- 
able selling price.
